He and a com- 
pupion were arrested for this, and 
while confined in jail at Fort Lauder- 
dale, Mobley made his escape. 

Prior to the Stuart robbery Mobley 
led his band in a raid on West End, 
in The Bahamas, where he robbed 
three liquor houses of $8,000. He was 
efter $250,000, wkich the day before 
bad been transferred to the bank at 
Nassau. 

Numerous raids have been made by 
the gang upon the liquor smuggling 
trade, operating between The Bahua- 
mas and Miami. ‘The gang openly 
played the parts cf pirates among the 
lujuor boats,

Camp Isolated. 


Officers said that the camp was lo- 
cated in a place that could be reached 
only by walking through mud, water 
and saw grass as high as a man’s 
head, in a country seldom entered by 
the white man. The Everglades es a 
name covers countless acres of iand 
and the good. part of it is now under- 
going reclamation. But the jungle 
part of it covers a seemingly infinite 
expanse of wilderness, a panorama of 
saw grass thatg rows higher than a 
man, jotted here and there with a 
forest patch. The whole of it covers a 
muck land-:and a swamp land. Its 
floor is uneven and treackerous, in 
some places hardened to the weight cf 
a man and in others being merely a 
brush covering over a water hole 
Thronghout there is woven an intfri- | 
cate mass of underbrush. Save for thie | 
Seminole Indian who knows its work- 
ings and its lore and a few white men 
who share in the knowledge, it holds 
an abundance of peril. Be«eten trails 
in its density are scarce and only that 
part that has touched civilization has | 
anything in the way of a road. 


Claims Many Victims. 


Occasionally it yields a story of ad- 
venture but more frequently it pro- | 
duces a victim. The skeleton of some 
wayfarer who lost his bearings is found 
and most likely his identity is never 
learned. In recent years there have 
been cases of aviators falling into this 
mired desolation and coming out after 
days with experiences that aged them. 

Today’s scene of battle affords a 
sharp contrast to the country a few 
miles away. It is described as being 
40 miles north of this city but because 
of the peninsular’s contour, is deep in 
the wilderness. Not so far to the east 
the Atlantic spreads its emerald splash 
on iniles of sandy stretches and thou- 
sands of winter visitors frolic in the 
semi-tropical climate.

In 1020 there were 13,920,692 ac- 
(tually foreign-born residents in this 
}country. Counting also those with 
/one or both parents foreign-born, there 
were 36,398,958, or about 34 per 
icent of the total inhabitants of the 
|United States proper. The actual 
‘foreign-born have come from more 
| than 50 countries of the world, but 
principally from 20 of the nations of 
western and eastern Europe. 

Of these foreign-born, no matter 
how many vears they have been with 
us, only 6,303,088 had become suffi- 
ciently satisfied with American life 
to become naturalized citizens. The 
other 7,427,604 were keeping their 
ellegiance to some foreign government 
and flag, whi enjoying the peace, 
freedom and fill opportunities of this 
active andf prosperous country. In 
ether words the aliens were nearly a 
million more than the naturalized and 


ject at any time to be called back to 
his homeland as a soldier, even to 
fight against this country—as thou- 
sands upon thousands were recalled 
during the world war and did even- 
tually fight our American armies in 
France. 

And vet some of those very men

Indiana, Illinois, Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin. 

| There.you have in eight states of 
the 48 more than 8,000,000—a big 
|'majoritgy—of all the foreign-born in 
‘our continental domain. 

Is it any wonder’ that in those 
states the nation witnesses so many 
F montge So ly em old American prin- 
ciples, so many oppositions to the 
laws and customs that once consti- 
tuted the very warp and woof of our 
distinct and distinguished social and 
political institutions? 

The South Largely Immune. 
In the 14 southern states, south of 


every able-bodied man of them sub-; 


who killed our boys over there are! 


There is a very pronounced feeling 
among Awericans that no more alien 
people are needed in this country, 
nor will be for many years to come. 

The chief demand for them is from 
the corporations in the eastern and 
midwestern states who prefer. the 
cheapest labor in the market—and 
fthat has always been supplied by the 
rliens who come over to work at any 
price offered. 

Now that the world war and our 
immigrant quota law have severely 
cut down the inflow of European 
cheap labor, the northern employers 
have invaded the south with tempt- 
ing inducements to our negro peopie 
to come north and substitute for the 
choked-off aliens. That was their 
‘only recourse and their success is 
(measured by the large number of ne- 
|groes that has migrated northward in 
‘recent years. 

Southern Farmers Alarmed. 

Very naturally the southern farm- 
ers who saw their fields abandoned 
by these migrating negroes became 
nlarmed for the future of their farms 
and families. Many thousands of 
them have actually suffered by the 
;exodus and have become anxious to 
sfind a remedy, or some source of la- 
bor supply from which to replace the 
translated negroes. 

Senator Harris poignantly sympa- 
thizes with our farmers who have 
borne the losses caused by the hegira 
of their accustomed field hands, but 
be strongly believes that in thé near 
run of events the southern people 
will realize greater benefits than 
losses from the going of so many ne- 
groes into the northern states.

186,000 and oil and cake from cot: 
tonseed $99,320,000. 

Her natural resources are incalcu- 
lable and her stock of raw materials 
for manufactures of manifold descrip- 
'tioy, is the most valuable and inviting 
‘to capital and enterprise than that 
of any other state in the union. 

These things make Senator Harris 
and other far-seeing men believe that 
the going out of the negro will mean 
the coming in of skilled white Ameri- 
can farmerg from trorthern and west- 
ern states, who know not King Cot- 
ton and don’t want to know him, but 
who do know all about wheat, corn, 
onta, fine cattle and fine hogs. The

Capital will have to come fo the 
raw material and offer employment 
in the mills to the folks who can not 
or will not fight the boll weevil and 
the credit-giving supply merchant.

BOYD CARLETON’S BODY

TODAY .IF POSSIBLE. 


To determine his net income a tax- 
payer must first compute his gross in- 
come. Regardless of the amount of 
net income upon which the tax is as- 


sessed, a return is required of every 
individual whose gross income for 
1923 was $5,000 or more. Gross in- 
come includes salaries, wages and 
compensation for personal services 
rendered, and “gains, profits and in- 
come ftom professions, vocations, 
trades, businesses, commerce, sales or 
dealings in property real or personal, 
* * * or the transaction of any busi- 
ness carried on for profit, or gains or 
profits, and income derived from any 
source whatever.” Net income is gross 
income less certain specified deduc- 
tions for business expenses, losses, bad 
debts, contributions, ete. 

Taxpayers may be divided into four 
general classes—the wage earner or 
salaried class,” business, professional! 
and agricultural. All compensation 
for personal services received by a 
salaried person or wage earner is in- 
come, including salaries, commissions, 
bonuses, fees, pensions paid retired 
—— and tips, 

he gross income of the usual busi- 
ness consists of the gross profits on 
sales, together with income from in- 
vestments and from incidental-or out- 
side operations or sources. The returt 
must show the grows sales, purchases, 
and cost of goods sold. To reflect set 
income correctly in any business In 
which the production, purchase or sale 
of merchandise is an income-producing 
factor, inventories are necessary at 
the beginning and end of each taxable 
year. 

The lawyer, doctor, architect, au- 
thor, dentist, clergyman, or other pro- 
fessional man must include all fees, 
salaries and compensation for profes- 
sional services, 

The farmer is required to report 
as gross income all profits derived 
from the sale or-exchange of farm 
products and live stock, whether pro- 
duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold.

Following the recent resolution in 
New York of the Theatrical Manager's 
Producing association, of which Atlanta 
showmen are members, to protect ma- 
ligned chorus girls and actresses from 
questionable women, Judge 
the Atlanta city court, is in receipt 
of an unusual letter from Willie 


Howard. ‘The stage star, in behalf of 
the many women in “The Passing 
Show,” at the Atlanta theater Janu- 
ary 14-15-16, has pledged his support 
to prosecute shoddy female characters, 
who, when arraigned in police court, 
falsely represent themselves as of the 
theatrical profession. The imposition 
of these “‘take’’ actresses has reached 
such a harmful stage, it seems, that ail 
branehes of the theater are uniting fo 
thresh out the matter with the police, 
judges and magistrates, 

One of a chain written to judges 
throughout’ the country, 
Howard's letter to Judge 
reads: 

“Taking up the cudgel in behalf of 
hundreds of chorus girls and actresses | 
in all parts of the theater, may lL be 
permitted as chairman of the Players’ 
committee to point out that a grave 
injustice is being done to stage women 
by others arraigned in courts who 
wrongfully claim the stage as their 
own. 

“Our effort has for its purpose, 
greater care on the part of the police, 
judges and magistrates in substan- 
tiating these false claims. Women of 
the stage do not make any absurd 
claim that their profession is any more 
saintly than another. Any chorus girl 
will tell you that at least ninetly per 
cent of the women brought before tbe 
bench are not associated with the 
stage. These women claim the stage 
as their profession because they know 
there will be no effort to investigate 
their claim and no effort made to de- 
termine where they’ really live; 
whereas, if a girl in another line of 
work is before a court she must give 
her real address, or risk an investiga- 
tion. 

“We stage people intend to take 
similar action in divorce courts where 
women corespondents frequently 
claim to be of the stage without any 
justification. The genuine chorus girl, 
or hard-working actress, has little time 
to protect herself from such libels. 

My stage experience has led me to 
form the opinion that chorus girls are 
neither angels nor devils, saints nor 
sinners, but just hard-working women 
with the average womanly tendency to 
temper and temperament, and with 
hopes and ambitions like others of her 
sex.”
